DETAILED ACTION 

Allowed claims 4-13, 15, 19-22, 26-29, 33-37, 41-44 have been withdrawn from issue. 
Claims 4-13, 15, 19-22, 26-29, 33-37, 41-44 are pending and under consideration. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification 
and more specifically Table 1 on p. 12 must be amended so that the recited sequences recite and 
reflect the relevant SEQ ID NO:s. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-13, 15, 19-22, 26-29, 33-37, 41-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites a nucleic acid molecule comprising sequences encoding the pre- 
membrane and envelope proteins of a West Nile virus and the capsid and non-structural proteins 
of a Yellow Fever virus, wherein said envelope protein comprises attenuating amino acid 
substitutions substitution is in position 3 1 6 and position 440, or the complement of said nucleic 
acid molecule. 

It is not clear what position is intended as the claim does not refer to a reference 
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sequence, as indicated in the specification to be West Nile virus strain NY99-flamingo 382-99 
(GenBank Accession Number AF 196835). 

This rejection can be overcome by amendment to the claim as well as the specification to 
specifically recite the reference sequence West Nile virus strain NY99-flamingo 382-99 
(GenBank Accession Number AF 19683 5). 

Applicant is reminded that the sequence submission, amendment and direction of entry 
into the application must also meet the sequence listing requirements as listed in 37 C.F.R. 
1.821-1.825.
